Fake Telephone 
Calls Are Used

says bunco artists using a new 
con g ame have taken a total 
of $21,000 from three banks, two 
in southwestern Ohio and one 
in southeastern Indiana. 
The banks, all in moderate­ 
sized cities, were hit for $7,000 
apiece, 
according 
to 
Rick 
R e a g a n , 
an 
association 
spokesman. 
He 
declined 
to 
identify the banks or the cities. 
Meanwhile, police in Indiana 
reported the American National 
Bank of Muncic lost $8 ,39 0 Jan. 
12 in 
a nearly 
identical 
operation. 
The 
elaborate 
scheme 
in­ 
volves the use of a corporation’s 
bank account information ob­ 
tained in a telephone call to 
the 
company 
by 
a 
person 
masquerading as a bank officer 
who says he is checking out 
the account. 
Reag an said a call then is 
made to a teller in the victim 
bank' by a person claiming to 
be the authorized sig nee for the 
corporation. The caller says 
a 
m esseng er is being sent to thq 
bank with a $7,000 check to be 
cashed. 
in a second call a short time 
later, the same teller is told 
the reg ular messeng er is ill and 
a substitute will show up. 
A third call follows and the 
teller is informed the messeng er 
left without proper endorsement 
on the check and is asked to 
leave the cash in an envelope 
with the receptionist to g ive to 
the messeng er. 
Reag an said a cab driver then 
picks 
up 
the 
envelope 
with 
instructions to deliver it to the 
airport. But while cn route to 
the airport the driver receives 
instructions from his dispatcher 
to take the envelope to a motel 
instead. 
In the Muncie case, a man 
posed as a local businessman 
to g et a security ag ent of the 
firm to pick up the money at 
the bank and deliver it to a 
taxi company, where a driver 
had been instructed to deliver 
it to 
Fort Wayne, 60 miles 
away.

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COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
After 12 years of trying , plus a 
boost from the Ohio Supreme 
Court, the House Tuesday voted 
52-35 to repeal Ohio’s restric­ 
tions on working women. 
Fifty votes were needed for 
passag e. 
The victory, when it finally 
cam e, was somewhat hollow. 
The court ruled last Wednesday 
the women’s work law was in­ 
valid when it applied to firms 
employing 25 or more persons. 
The bill, as 
it passed the 
House, applies to firms hiring 
under 25 persons. The supreme 
court said the sam e restrictions 
applying to larg er firms vio­ 
lated the Civil Rig hts Act of 
1 9 6 4 . The 
act 
prohibits 
dis­ 
crimination on the basis of sex. 
Org anized labor, mainly the 
Ohio AFL-CIO, has attempted 


to block repeal of the measure 
since 
1960. 
It 
offered 
three 
weakening amendments Tues­ 
day, all of which met defeat. 
AFL-CIO 
President 
Frank 
King 
said 
the 
amendments 
would he attempted ag ain when 
the bill g oes to the Senate, He 
said the bill would have died in 
committee except for the court 
opinion. 
King , 
former 
Democratic 
leader in the Senate, was happy 
because the House had to g o on 
record in defeating one of the 
amendments—to raise the min­ 
imum wag e in Ohio from $1.25 
to $1.60 an hour. 
“ We’ve never been able to do 
that before,” he said. He in­ 
dicated labor will use the vote 
as a campaig n issue in this 
year’s leg islative elections. 
The bill would remove from

women 
to working no 
more 
than 48 hours a week and not 
reg ularly lifting more than 25 
pounds.

Nutrition Labeling 
Of Food Proposed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Food and Drug Administration 
today pro|X)sed a voluntary nu­ 
trition-labeling prog ram which 
would 
tell 
consumers 
at 
a 
g lance the amount of vitamins, 
minerals and protein in pack­ 
ag ed food. 
If 
implemented 
nationwide, 
FDA Commissioner Charles B. 
Edwards said, it “could provide 
one of the most fundamental 
chang es in the history of food- 
labeling in this country.” 
The concept was endorsed by 
thê 1969 White House Confer­ 
ence on 
Food, Nutrition and 
Health 
which 
recommended: I 
“ Every manufacturer should be j 
encourag ed to provide truthful ■ 
nutritional information to con-1 
sumcrs about his product to en­ 
able 
them 
to follow 
recom ­ 
mended dietary reg im en.” 
Althoug h unlikely to become 
m andatory for years, an FDA 
spokesman 
said 
many 
food 
manufacturers 
eould 
be 
ex­ 
pected to pick up the idea at 
once. 
Those 
participating 
in 
the 
prog ram would be required to 
label a food’s calorie content in 
term s of cups or slices; num­ 
ber of g ram s of protein, fat and 
carbohydrates: 
and 
at 
least 
seven 
sjiecifie 
vitamins 
and 
minerals in percentag e of an 
averag e person’s recommended 
daily allowance. 
At 
minimum, 
the 
labeling 
would have to include the per­ 
centag e of vitamins A, C, B1 
and B2, niacin, calcium, and 
iron, 
but 
also could 
include 
various 
other 
vitamins 
and 
minerals. 
Interested parties 
have 
90 
days to comment on the propos­ 
al. 
Orig inally starting with six 
alternative approaches to nutri­ 
tion labeling , the FDA said it 
enlisted the help of professional 
nutrition g roups, consum er or­ 
g anizations, the food industry, 
home economists and dieticians 
to pare the choices at hand. 
Five big food-store chains— 
Giant, Jewel, Krog er, First Na­ 
tional and National Co-Op—car­ 
ried out tests of the remaining 


alternative 
plans 
in

stores. 
“ Out of several hundred let­ 
ters 
from 
consumers, 
only 
three opposed nutritiou label­ 
ing ,” the FDA said. “ Those ob­ 
jected because of anticipated 
price increases resulting from 
the labeling .” 
The ag ency did not indicate 
whether it thinks the new label­ 
ing proposal would boost food 
prices.

Repeal Of Women1s 
Work Laws Voted 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
After 12 years of trying, plus a 
boost from the Ohio Supreme 
Court, the House Tuesday voted 
52-35 to repeal Ohio’s restric­ 
tions on working women. 
Fifty votes were needed for 
passage. 
The victory, when it finally 
came, was somewhat hollow. 
The court ruled last Wednesday 
the women’s work law was in­ 
valid when it applied to firms 
employing 25 or more persons. 
The bill, as it passed the 
House, applies to firms hiring 
under 25 persons. The supreme 
court said the same restrictions 
applying to larger firms vio­ 
lated the Civil Rights Act of 
1964. 
The 
act 
prohibits dis­ 
crimination on the basis of sex. 
Organized labor, mainly the 
Ohio AFL-CIO, has attempted 


to block repeal of the measure 
since 
I960. 
It offered three 
weakening amendments Tues­ 
day, all of which met defeat. 
AFL-CIO 
President 
Frank 
King 
said 
the 
amendments 
would be attempted again when 
the bill goes to the Senate. He 
said the bill would have died in 
committee except for the court 
opinion. 
King, 
former 
Democratic 
leader in the Senate, was happy 
because the House had to go on 
record in defeating one of the 
amendments—to raise the min­ 
imum wage in Ohio from $1.25 
to $1.60 an hour. 
“ We’ve never been able to do 
that before,” he said. He in­ 
dicated labor will use the vote 
as a campaign issue in this 
year’s legislative elections. 
The bill would remove from 


Ohio law restrictions that limit 
women to working no more 
than 48 hours a week and not 
regularly lifting more than 25 
pounds. 
Throughout 
the 
past 
few 
years, women have descended 
on the Statehouse asking the 
laws be kept intact. Others who 
wanted more overtime and bet­ 
ter jobs urged they be lifted. 
A Democrat, 
Rep. 
Patrick 
Sweeney, D-47 Cleveland, car­

ball for repeal al­ 
though 
his 
leader, Minority 
Leader A. G. Lancionc, D-30 
Bellaire, led the fight against 
it.

Threat Seen 


In Louisiana 


NEW ORLEANS, La. (AP) — 
Wastes dumped by Louisiana 
industries into the Mississippi 
River pose a threat to tile 
drinking water of 1.5 million 
people, may make fish unfit to 
eat and threaten to change the 
ecology of the Gulf of Mexico, a 
draft report of the Environmen­ 
tal Protection Agency says. 
Robert 
Lafleur, 
executive 
secretary 
of 
the 
Louisiana 
Stream 
Control 
Commission, 
said he found the data gathered 
in the report of invaluable as­ 
sistance in cleaning up tile riv­ 
er. But he questioned the con 
elusions about imminent danger 
to the human population. 
‘‘The health and well-being of 
1.5 million people, who drink 
water from water plants using 
the Mississippi River as the 
source of raw water, may be 
endangered by the discharge of 
industrial 
wastes 
containing 
materials known to have toxic 
(poisonous), carcinogenic (can- 
c e r-producing), 
teratogenic 
(monstrosity-producing), 
or 
mutagenic 
(mutation-produc­ 
ing) properties,” the draft re­ 
port states. 
The report cites the dumping 
of heavy metals and organic 
compounds 
as 
the 
primary 
areas of concern because of 
their potential effects on human 
and aquatic life. 
‘‘The concern, however, goes 
beyond the life of the river it­ 
self 
and 
the 
health of the 
people living along its banks; it 
extends out into that vital body 
of water—the Gulf of Mexico,” 
the draft copy states.

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Ultimate Expectations Of The Christian Faith 


EDITORS NOTE: In an age 
when hope in a transcendant 
future seems dimmed, a new 
t h e o I o g i c a1 movement has 
arisen stressing 
the ultimate 
expectations of Christian faith. 
The following article, third in 
a 
five-part Easter series, is 
about that development.

The call of Judeo-Christianity 
always has been into a larger, 
still-to-be future, predicated on 
hope and a promise. It was 
symbolized of old lo Noah: “ I 
do set my bow in tile cloud, 
and it will be a sign of the 
covenant between me and the 
earth.” It pointed to a brighter 
day. It desclosed a new horizon. 
That rainbow, 
and further 
lights along the way, have ever 
s u m m o n e d 
b e l i e v ing 
generations toward a “ promised 
land,” toward a true life, a full 
time. It is Abraham on 
th e 
move, 
called the 
Israelites 
to w a r d 
freedom, 
lit 
the 
prophecies of Isaiah: 
“ Behold, 
I 
create 
new 
heavens and a new earth.” 
The recurring vision of the 
“ yet-to-come” 
permeates 
the 
Biblical perspective, and in the 
eyes of Christians, it reaches 
its highest point in 
Christ’s 
and 
resurrecton, 
in 
which 
humanty was assured it could 
share in realizing the greatest 
goal 
- an 
eternal realm 
of 
goodness. 
Toward that end, its devotees 
“ have turned the world upside 
down.” opponents charged from 
the first, as related in Acts 17. 
1 1 
is. 
in 
essence, 
a 
revolutionary doctrine, a spur 
toward utmost excellence for 
mankind, the “ good fight,” St. 
Paul called it, although some 
have taken it quiescently. It has 
long been regarded the “ elan 
vital” of the faith, but some 
churchmen say it has waned in 
modern times, and that if it 
goes, the faith goes down with 
it. 
It is the “ central watchword” 
of Christianity, says Lutheran 
theologian Carl E. Braaten. The 
“ key 
to 
it,” 
says 
Berman 
R e f o r m e d scholar Jurgen 
Moltmann, the “ mainspring.” 
“ If this horizon should disap­ 
pear, then the foundation of 
faith is lost,” says Protestant 
t h e o l o g i a n Wolfhart Pan- 
nenberg. “ It would no longer 


have any continuity with Jesus 
and 
the 
witness 
of 
the 
apostles.” 
This is the view of a recently 
e x p a n d i n g 
movement 
in 
Catholic and Protestant thought 
called “ theology of hope.” It 
seeks to reinforce the lofty, age­ 
old vision in a contemporary 
era which is seen by some as 
sagging into a disspirited mood 
of 
pointlessness, apathy 
and 
anihilism. 
“ Modern 
man 
is. 
asking 
whether he has been duped by 
certainty 
and 
resignation 
to 
pragmatically limited aims, the 
new evaluation singles out the 
phenomenon of “ hope,” bom of 
a promised perfection of life, 
as the central theme of Biblical 
religion, 
and 
the 
powerful 
impetus to 
human 
aspiration 
and progress. 
The “ power of the future,” 
Moltmann calls it. 
It “ causes not rest but unrest, 
not patience but 
impatience,” 
he adds. It makes the church 
a 
“ constant 
disturbance 
in 
human society” by stimulating 
p u r s u i t 
of “ righteousness, 
freedom and humanity here in 
the light of the future that is 
to come,” 
The infinite goal cuts across 
the seeming boundaries of the 
present, the apparent limits, die 
crimped, 
one-dimensional 
at- 
t i t u d e s , 
the 
measureable 
posibilities. It refuses to accept 
the walled mind closed 
within 
its own calculations of fact, and 
bids man be open to genuine 
adventure, to the extraordinary, 
the utterly novel, the seemingly 
impassible. 
“ Only a future which is more 
than 
a 
correlative 
and 
a 
p r o j e c t i o n 
of 
our 
own 
possibilities 
can free us 
for 
something truly ‘new’, for new 
possibilities, for that which has 
never 
been,” 
says 
Catholic 
theologian Johannes B. Metz. 
However, he notes that such 
expectancy has declined among 
modern men, who generally see 
no prospects beyond themselves 
and their own devising, and who 
are bleakly disenchanted by it.

“ utopias” an uneasy dream, the

confined gambit, about which 
nothing can really be changed. 
“ There is nothing new under 
the sun,” Ecclesiastes 
sighed.

Albert Camus saw it, there is 
no use but “ to think clearly and 
not hope any more.” 
However, the new theological 
emphasis takes issue with this 
negativism ani calls a jaded 
generation back to wonder, to 
anticipate, to trust in the in- 
ca I c u I a b I e amplitude and 
dependability of reality, to keep 
their 
obviously

pressions and partial knowledge 
open to the wide vistas of the 
unknown. 
It insists that eternal life is, 
indeed, a valid human hope, 
anchored 
in 
promise 
and 
historically signified. 
“The 
future 
has

erupted in history in the Christ 
event,” says 
Braaten, 
of the 
University of Chicago Divinity 
School. 
“The 
final 
end

universal history 
has

anticipated. 
It has 
occurred 
beforehand.” 
T h e 
“ negation 
of 
the 
negatives,” Paul Tillich called 
it. 
But so far as tile present 
evidence goes, death seems 
so 
overruling

enescapably 
final that it is kept mostly out 
of 
mind, 
p e r s o n a l l y , 
psychologically 
and 
socially. 
However, silence or bravado 
about 
it, 
or 
flowers, 
only 
camouflage it. For everyone, 
deep down, the loss of loved 
ones and self is the hardest 
fact; 
it 
shatters, 
separates, 
wipes 
out 
efforts, 
plans, 
capabilities, companionships. 
If there is only “ being unto 
death” 
and nothingness, “ the 
prospect 
has

generate hope,” Braaten says. 
Man realizes, basically, that

nature 
is

death,” says German scholar 
Pannenberg. 
In his 
essential 
being, he knows he always is 
more 
than 
himself. 
Some 
element in him, in his intuitions, 
fears, longings, dfrive 
him to 
push back all frontiers, cross 
all limts, even the boundary 
of death. 
To live gracefully, man must 
believe 
that 
“ the 
ultimate 
context of life is succoring and 
trustworthy” says Presbyterian 
scholar Sam Keen. Otherwise a 
person can only “ despise 
the 
actual 
and 
despise 
who 
we 
are,” 
looking 
at 
the 
world 
through suspicious, distrusting 
and defensive eyes. Keen adds: 
“ Wishing, willing and 
hoping 
are essential to sanity.” 
However, 
“ hope” 
theology 
doesn’t rest merely 
on 
ague, 
wishful speculation. 
“ It sets out from a defimte 
reality in history and announces 
the future of that reality, its 
future 
possibilities 
and 
its 
power over the future.” Molt­ 
mann says. 
That 
fundamental 
reality, 
C h r i s t ’ s resurrection, con­ 
tradicts “ experienced reality,” 
Moltmann adds, but this 
is a 
paramount point of it to show 
“ the 
possibility 
of 
new 
ex­ 
periences,” to awaken men to 
the “ hidden future” and to the 
new “ reality that is 
coming” 
so that they can “ carry the 
torch before it.” 
The futuristic orientation is a 
hallmark of the new theology, 
countering the common notion 
that faith focuses on ancient, 
bygone affairs 
rather than on 
present and 
future concerns. 
The “ promise” came before, 
but 
promise 
always 
must 
precede its redeeming in the 
future. 
God Himself is conceived as 
the “ the pull of the future,” 
the “ God ahead of us,” out in 
front of human history, tugging 
i t 
on 
toward 
greater 
possibilities, and finally to the 
eschaton — the final fulfillment 
of life, the resurrection of tho 
dead 
and 
eternal 
life 
of 
righteousness and 
unhampered 


Notably, 
the 
fresh insights 
derive from the Bible itself and 
its own consistent stress on the 
divine will as moving in ad­ 
vance of man’s status, always 
beconig toward a better way, 
a fuller 
justice, 
a 
gentler 
c o m m u n i t y of compassion, 
brotherhood and peace. 
“ Thou 
dost 
show 
me 
the 
path.” the Psalm ist sang. The 
New 
T e s t a m e n t 
speaks 
repeatedly 
of 
the 
“ God 
of 
promise” the “ God of hope.” 
While 
emphasizing 
th e 
ultimate 
resurrection 
from 
death, the “ hope” thinkers do 
not see this final goal as an 
excuse 
for 
giving 
up 
the 
struggle 
for progress in 
the 
present situation, but rather as 
the prime propulsion for such 
efforts. 
“ It is dynamite in the present 
and dynamism 
toward 
the 
future,” Braaten says, adding 
that it always appears rdical 
because it is never willing to 
settle for the status quo or for 
partial 
solutions. 
“ It is 
the 
motor for change in society, a 
kind of prime mover always in 
motion,” 
However, the heavenly hope 
often has 
been criticized as 
deflecting concern 
from 
this 
world and focusing only on the 
next. A “ opiate of the people,” 
Karl Marx labeled it, saying it 
was used to mollify them about 
their present plight deterring 
them from struggling to 
im­ 
prove it. However, this truncat­ 
ed view of religion sees it only 
as “ other worldly,” unrelated to 
human endeavor. 
It 
would make the world 
a 
sort 
or 
irrelevant 
“ waiting 
room” until glory day, with 
believers merely marking time 
until its arrival. Some Christian 
groups at times give this 
im- 
p r e s s i o n . 
including some 
revivalists, as do many of the 
modern meditative cults, which 
regard religion as 
an 
escape 
from “ ugly” reality. 


“They are not Inclined to get 
involved in the messy struggles 
for justice as Jesus did,” ob­

J. Geaney.

out. Historical effort is seen as 
intersecting,

the transhistorical, 
in a con­ 
summation wrought 
by God.

issue with the report, saying in

statement that the figures 
failed to point out how many of 
the deaths occurred due to an 
aggravated felony. 
The 
association's 
statement 
said one of the reasons for the 
figures was “ aggressive police 
work” responsible for Chicago’s 
low crime rate. 
The research group, a joint 
project of Northwestern Univer­ 
sity Center for Urban Affairs 
and a dozen community organ­ 
izations. obtained comparative 
data from an International As­ 
sociation of Police Chiefs sur­ 
vey. It also made an independ­ 
ent two-year study. 
The IAPC survey showed that 
from July 1970 to March 1971 
there were 32 police killings in 
Chicago compared with 21 in 
New York. 13 in Philadelphia. 8 
in Los Angeles and 4 in Detroit. 
On a population ratio. Chicago 
had three times as many slay­ 
ings as New York. Detroit and 
Los Angeles and 1.5 times as 
many as Philadelphia.

hers when he appeared before 
the Senate Education subcom­ 
mittee. 
ltep. Roman C. Pucinski, D- 
111., said: “ This is the biggest 
shell game I ’ve seen in my life, 
1 swear to God.” And Rep. 
John Brademas, D-lnd., anger­ 
ed Richardson when he ques­ 
tioned the integrity of the Nix­ 
on administration and of HEW. 
I ’ve ITT time and time for the 
truth,” Brademas said. 
Asked how the White House 
decided action is needed now 
when it has no hard data on the

WASHINGTON (A P ) — Pres- 
ident Nixon’s proj>osal for a 
moratorium on new' busing or­ 
ders for school desegregation 
and his chief spokesman for the 
plan have received their second 
grilling in a week on Capitol 
Hill. 
Health. Education and Wel­ 
fare Secretary Elliot L. Rich­ 
ardson told the House Educa­ 
tion 
Committee 
Monday 
that 
“ there is a m d likelihood of a 
growing wave of protests in 
many communities'’ if new bus­ 
ing orders aren’t blocked. 
Richardson’s testimony drew 
a 
generally 
hostile 
reaction 
from House committee 
mem 
hers when he appeared before 
the Senate Education subcom­ 
mittee. 
Rep. Roman C. Putinski. D- 
IU., said: “ This is the biggest 
shell game I ’ve seen in my life. 
I swear to God. ' And 
Rep. 
John Brademas, D-Ind., anger­ 
ed Richardson when he ques­ 
tioned the integrity of the Nix­ 
on administration and of HEW. 
I ve ITT time and time for the 
truth,” Brademas said. 
Asked how the White House 
decided action is needed now 
when it has no hard data on the 
extent 
of 
busing 
for 
deseg­ 
regation, Richardson said: “ We 
are addressing a widely held 
national concern.” 
Rep. Frank Thompson Jr.. D- 
N.H., said the administration 
bill purports “ to turn back the 
desegregation progress of the 
last 18 years,” and Rep.
